Th# surrender of Cornwallis In Oc­ 
tober of 1781 practically ended the 
war of th# American R evolution; but 
It w ss not until September 3, of 1783, 
nearly two years later, that the de­ 
finitive treaty of peace was signed at 
Paris. 
Almost all the intervening time 
was spent tn negotiations 
Franklin, 
John Adams. Ja y and Laurens had been 
sent to Paris to be ready for the for­ 
mulation of a peace. 
All sensible Brit­ 
ish statesmen were convinced th at the 
Independence of the colonies was an 
accomplished fa ct; but the king, and 
the reactionaries with whom he had 
surrounded himself, were stubbornly 
bent on continuing the war. 
It was 
proposed to make it a " w ar of posts" 
as the futility of transporting anoth­ 
er great army to America was ap p a r­ 
ent. 
Gibraltar was besieged by the 
Spanish and the success of the Ameri­ 
can a n a s had Inspired Holland to break 
off relations with England In the very 
year Cornwallis surrendered and had 
Induced the northern 
nations 
under 
the guise of neutrality to form a league. 


Nothing Succeeds Like Success. 
England wanted peace and America 
wanted peace; the question was who 
should m ake the first move. 
At last 
General 
Conway, 
on 
Washington's 
birthday, February 22' of 1782, made 
a motion in the house of commons 
against continuing the war. 
It was 
lost by one vote, but carried five days 
later by a majority of IO. 
This meant 
the downfall of the ministry and the 
formation of a new one favorable to 
peace. 
Rlcklnghntn’s ministry came in 
on March 20. 
Lord Shelburne was 
secretary of state for the home de­ 
partm ent and Charles Ja m e s Fox for 
foreign affairs. 
Now, if America was 
independent, peace with America was 
a m atter for Fox 
to 
handle—if 
It 
w a sn’t, the task belonged 
to 
Shel­ 
burne. 
Franklin saw’ two strings to 
his bow and w rote to the home minis­ 
ter, preferring to deal with the Machi­ 
avellian Shelburne than with the chau­ 
vinist ie Fox. 
Shelburne quietly sent 
Richard Oswald over to P a r K 
F ra n k ­ 
lin was alone. 
Adams was in Holland 
negotiating a bain; Joy had gone to 
Spain and Laurens, who had been cap­ 
tured on bi" wav from America and 
confined In Hie tower, had Just been 
release! on parole and had gone to 
Holland. 
Franklin bad a free hand. 
He calmly suggested that England cede 
Canada to the United Starer 
Oswald 
went bock to London with this propo­ 
sition. coming hack to reject it and to 
ask 
guarantees for fhe loyalists la 


America and the payment of British 
debts, and offering complete independ­ 
ence with the Penobscot as tile east­ 
ern boundary of the new nation. F ra n k ­ 
lin wrote ta Jay to come back from 
Spain saying, “She has been for four 
years considering 
whether she 
will 
treat with us— let her takes forty.” 
Fox got wind of w ha t was going on 
and sent over Mr. Grenville with the 
proposition that the Independence*of 
the United States should be granted, 
but to F rance! 
A proposition reject­ 
ed by both Franklin and France. 


Treaty of Pacification. 
King Louis arid his government were 
filled with anger when they heard of 
the signing of this treaty In which 
they had not been allowed to meddle. 
But they calmed down and on Septem­ 
ber 3 of the next year, nine months 
after Franklin s treaty, a "Treaty of 
Pacification” between 
Spain, Franco 
and England was signed. 
Franklin's treaty became effective: 
Conquests made by France and Eng­ 
land during the w ar were exchanged; 
Tobago ami the 
Sengol 
river w’ere 
ceded to France. 
Pondicherry (French 
India) was enlarged. 
Spain w as con­ 
firmed In ber possession of Florida and 
Minorca. 
Holland recovered all her 
possessions except Negapatam In India. 
In the boundary negotiations Great 
Britain Insisted th at the western line 
of the United States should be the Al­ 
leghenies. 
The Americans replied In 
effect; 
"Gen. George Rogers Clark In 1778-9 
captured Kaskaskla and Vincennes and 
took possession of the ‘Illinois coun­ 
try.’ 
We have been In possession ever 
since. 
We are in possession now. The 
country Is ours clear to the Mississippi 
and we are going to keep It." 
The Unite<l States had its way. Now 
mark the result I 
T he fact that the 
United States owned to the Mississippi 
caused it to make the "Louisiana P u r­ 
chase" of Napoleon In 1803. by which 
It got more than one million square 
miles of unexplored wilderness extend­ 
ing to the Rockies.
